Claims 1-3, 5-8, 12-30, and 33-57 are pending and are subject to a Final 
Rejection mailed on 27 February 2008. 

A Request for Continued Examination (RCE) is being filed concurrently with this 
Preliminary Amendment. 

Claims 13-27 and 32-50 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 1-12 and 28-31 have been rejected under 35 USC 112. 

Claims 56 and 57 have been rejected und 35 USC 112 on the allegation that they 
include new matter. 

Claims 1 , 3, 5-8, and 55-57 have been rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by an article by Bisht et al. J. Org. Chem. 64, 780-789 (1999) (the Bisht 
reference) 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 12, 28-30, and 55-57 have been rejected under 35 USC 103(a) 
as being obvious over the Bisht reference in view of US Patent No. 5,545,401 to 
Shanbrom (Shanbrom '401). 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 12, 28-30, and 55-57 have been provisionally rejected on the 
grounds of non-statutory double patenting over Claims 1-9 of copending US Patent 
Application No. 11/020,683 and over Claims 4-7, 10-14, and 16-21 of copending US 
Patent Application No. 10/807,961. 

The following amendment takes into consideration the Office Action dated 27 
February 2008 from Examiner Roy P. Issac of Art Unit 1623.
